Hoping for better results than 
met with last week at Modesto, the 
rejuvenated Hartnell Panthers tackle 
the Placer J.C. eleven in the first 
home game of the year, 8 o'clock 
tomorrow night at Salinas high 
school stadium. 


Despite their unimpressive start 
the Panthers promise to give the 
Placerville squad a rough go. The 
Harts have been working hard all 
week,, concentrating on condition- 
ing, pass defense, and polishing up 
their offensive machine. If this of- 
fensive unit jells in the skirmish 
and doesn’t “run out of gas,” as it 
did last week, the Harts will defi- 
nitely be in the game, contrary to 
the opinions of many local football 
filberts. 


Little is known of the Placer 
team. They were smothered 42-0 
by a powerful Stockton College 
outfit. However, Stockton is re- 
portedly loaded and not too much 
faith shuld be placed in this score. 
Last year’s Panthers absorbed their

The change is, indeed, a_ wel- 
comed one by Corporal Lehr after 
spending six. months in the front 
lines with the United Nations 
forces. in Korea. 


“The extremes.in weather over 
there, hotter than the San Joaquin 
Valley in summer and 20 below 
zero in the fall, were enough to 
make a fellow wish for good old 
California: weather,’”’ related Lehr. 

“The adverse weather conditions 
and malaria,” Lehr continued, 
“place a heavy toll on the combat 
men in Korea.” 


Lehr enlisted at Los Angeles in 
September, 1949, and after a short 
indoctrination period at Los Ange- 
les. was transferred to Fort Ord 
where he underwent basic and ad- 
vanced training for an infantry- 
man, Upon completion of his in- 
fantry training Lehr was selected 
for. a. leadership course. He com- 
pleted this special training and was 
promoted to the rank of corporal. 

In March, 1950, Corporal Lehr 
was ordered to duty with the oc- 
cupation troops in Okinawa. He 
was stationed on Okinawa for three 
months then in July, 1950, he was 
assigned to the 27th Infantry regi- 
ment in Korea. On July 23, just 
two weeks after reporting to the 
combat zone, Lehr was wounded 
for the first time, in the posterior 
region, and evacuated to the hos- 
pital base in Japan to recover from 
his embarrassing wound. 

Two weeks later Lehr returned 
to active duty with the 27th Infan- 
try regiment in Korea and took 
part in the saving of the Pusan pe- 

rimeter. 

‘| In the months that followed the 
saving of the Pusan perimeter the 
27th regiment advanced from Pu- 
san and took part in the first cap- 
ture of Seoul. It then battled north 
to Pyong Yang, advancing to with- 
in five miles of the Manchurian 
border. It was here that while on 
patrol with his squad, Corporal 
Lehr observed, for the first time 
without being shot at, Chinese 
Communist soldiers in an encamp- 
ment across the Yalu River in 
broad daylight. 

The Communist army broke 
through the Allied lines in the lat- 
ter part of November and the, 27th 
regiment was ordered to move 
south to the MacArthur line.

Korean Combat Veteran 
Enrolls at Hartnell 


From the enemy infested hills and rice paddies of Korea, 
where the present battle against’ Communistic forces is be- 
ing fought; to the quiet and serene campus life of Hartnell 
College is the change that Corporal Lawrence L. Lehr has 
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the first Korean combat vet- 


29 as the platoons of infantrymen 
were moving southward, riding on 
the outside of the tanks, when an 
enemy mortar shell made a direct 
hit on the tank that we were rid- 
ing on,” said Lehr. All the men in 
the squad but Lehr were killed. 

During the time he was being 
transported to the field hospital 
Lehr received frostbite on both 
hands and on his left foot. His right 
leg injured in the shell blast was 
removed at ,the field hospital in 
Korea. 

After a short Goxivainiseiih period 
in Japan, Lehr was returned to the 
United States to the Letterman 
Hospital in San Francisco. Later 
this year he was transferred to the 
United States Naval Hospital at 
Oak Knoll in Oakland where Law- 
rence was able to readjust him- 
self to his handicap. He was re- 
leased from Oak Knoll in detached 
service with the United States 
Army. 

With a Purple Heart and Cluster 
in addition to the Bronze Star and 
Cluster decorations, Lawrence Lehr 
returns to school to study for a de- 
gree in accounting. The Bronze 
Star medal and Cluster received by 
Corporal Lehr was the only one of 
that kind to be presented to any 
of the officers and enlisted men of 
“K” Company in the 27th Infan- 
try regiment until Lehr’s transfer 
to the United States. 

Lawrence is majoring in business 
at Hartnell College. Spanish and 
mathematics and typing are his 
favorite subjects.. The remainder 
of his units this semester are being 
used to make up his high school 
deficiencies. Lehr attended George 
Washington High School in Los 
Angeles. 

This week Lawrence threw away 
his crutches to use his new leg. “I 
hope they spray some hair on it 
to make it look real,” quipped 
Lehr. Lehr has been driving his 
own car between Santa Cruz, his 
home, and Hartnell but as soon as 
his new leg is “broken in” he ex- 
pects to use the school bus. 

Lawrence and his wife, Dolores, 
reside at 2-1681 East Cliff Drive in 
Santa Cruz.
